1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 20-32 have been renumbered 33-45 respectively. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-23, 33, 35, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,196,468 to Young in view of either U.S. Patent No. 
5,394,934 to Rein et al or U.S. Patent No. 6,514,138 to Estepp or U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2003/0181158 A1 to Schell et al. Young discloses a HVAC 
system that is controlled by an occupancy sensor. However, Young does not disclose 
that the occupancy sensor is a C02 sensor. Rein et al, Estepp, and Schell et al all teach 
that it is old to use C02 levels to indicate whether a room is occupied. See for example, 
column 2 and lines 30-33 of Rein et al, or column 2 and lines 54-55 of Estepp, or 
paragraph 0029 of Schell et al. Thus, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to substitute, for the occupancy sensor used in Young, a C02 sensor as taught in 
either Rein et al, Estepp, or Schell et al, for the purpose of using an occupancy sensor 
that is easy to use and manufacture. 
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4. Claim 34 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 37-45 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-12, filed April 10, 2007, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-23 under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon 
further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of newly cited 
patents as outlined above. 

7. Claims 24-32 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on March 14, 2006.
